A world of plenty is now pomble, Thr ) 
is no need for any man, woman or child in any part of 
world to go hungry, be badly clothed or live in dums T 
techrucal problem of producing plenty for all ee 
for a long time. The problem now 1s that the 
system, capitalism, which exists all over the wc 
Russia, China, Cuba, Yugoslavia. . . ) piacesa! 
uction because it operates. and must operate, accor 
the rule of “no profit, no production.” What the word mffrn 
from today ts not overpopulation, but the chronic uaor 
production that is buut into capitalism. Not only does ' 
capitalism hold back production, but it — msi 
wastes the resources of the world. Think of the waste in 
in training and equipping armed forces and of rnegerecty 
of wars. Think of the waste of commerce and finance - of 
banks, insurance companies. salesmen, tcket callecton 
accountants, economusts, cashiers. Indeed, #t is probably i: 
to say that only a minority of the world’s population » 
actually engaged in producing useful things. Ther. of couse 
there is the deliberate destruction of wealth that iscamed i 
every ycar in order to maintain prices and or 
bonfires of coffee and cocoa, the pourmg of milk 
mines. the dumping of vegetables in nvers, 
butter to pigs. 

Once you take account of this artificial 
organised waste of capitalism, you realise that 
(where people will cooperate freely to produce 
of wealth from which they can take freely ac 
needs) ts not only possible but is also the « 
humanity's current problems.

itical economy only as a worker. Politi- 
cal economy can only theretore advance 
the proposition that the profetarian, the 
same as anv horse. must get as much as 
will enable him co work. [t does nut 
consider him when he js not working, a3 
a human being, but leaves such consid- 
eration to criminal !aw, to doctors. to 
religion. to the statistical tadies. Lo 
politics and to the workhouse beadle. — 
political economy knows the worker 
only as a working animai — as 4 beass 
reduced to the strictest bodilv needs.

Their biggest beet was the huge salay- 
ves their shepherds receive, which are 
depleting the union's funds. Leades 
salaries thev say. range from $100,000 
to 329$5,000 annually. Lawson's “som.

term aS superior to the 90,000 member 
Canadian Conterence of Teamsters In 
this case “first” class can well mean in- 
altv to the class that monopolizes ue 
means of lite and condemns the second 
class to lite sentences of expanding 
capital. 

The foregoing spokesmen for Ux 
employing class undoubtedly extoties 
unionism in thei addresses to the 
Teamster delegates. This is not surpn: 
Ing. because while individually empioy- 
ers (ry to depress wages in favor of 
higher profits. the employing class asa 
whole would not want the class i lives 
ott to sink to industrial serfdom. unable 
to produce profits efficiently. Thisrsite 
gist Of promoting capitalist ideas amon 
unionists. 

Along with letust parties offering to 
patch capitalism with proposals fr 
made by Conservatives and Liberals 0 
to 70 vears ago. 

The members can tend to equate ine 
economic struggle with progress wren 
in reality all they accomplish is panty 
money wages with the upkeep cf ther 
productive abilities. Industriai sirugete 
plus beliet in tinkering with expuias 
society would tend to steer werken 
away from sertous investigation of ‘he 
social structure. Encouraging (hem 0 
identity their interests with thos o 
there exploiters: leaving the poiltne 
arena solely to the lett-centre-neht pa: 
ues of the owners of the means of iile. 

So while being necessary, even ifthe! 
acUVity Was More demMocralic. UnIONBT 
is 2 matter of treading water to keef 
ones nose sbove tt Unions ae 
lateboat. 

The answer les in more knowkax 
that political action for capitalise cat 
he withdrawn and channelled .oX3t 
ending this sytem. 
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The brave and determined vouth with 
the artificial leg, hobbling mile after 
mile from the east to the west coast to 
raise aS million for cancer research. in 
one respect was grotesque. As grotesque 
as the context of a social system that 
puts commerce ahead of human well 
heing. Most of todav’s examples of this 
dreaded disease stemmed trom the 
environment, which is inescapable for 
the majonty of people. 

“Cancer.” Dr. Ronald Glasser 
asserts in The Greatest Battle, *‘is 
roday’s plague, killing us and our child- 
ren, our relatives and our friends, the 
way cholera, diptheria and smallpox 
once did. It «s virtually epidemic.” But 
unlike the great epidemics of the past, 
which struck in a rapid fire, chain reac- 
ion with victim infecting victim, cancer 
isaprivate dving, slow and incommuni- 
cable. Its roots reach far back into its 
victim's lite history. 

“The cancers we are seeing todav did 
not begin vesterdav or the day betore. 
but twenty. thirty and even forty vears 
ago. Svienusts now agree that most 
adult mahhenancies have their beginning 
inchildhood, adolescence and early hte. 
some even betore birth.” Tomorrow's 
vicums are marked already. However 
“igorous thev appear. the smail assassin 

even now jurking within, waiting 
mMexorably Ikke a tiny time bomb 
planted admidst the healthy normal 
cells of brain, or lungs or hver 

The vast majority of cuncers are 
Aiuated by “carcinogenic” chemicals 
*T ingest in the food we cat. the water 
4¢ drink. the air we breath **Careino- 

Glasser explains. “are cellular 
Posons Taken in large amounts they so 
“idely disrupt or destoy intracelluiar 
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machinery that they cause cellular 
death: in small amounts they let cells 
lave but, Dv imertenng with subcellular 
mechanisms. cause cancer. (W:Cctoria 
Times. 14/1/77). 

Terry Fox had seen the patients in the 
cancer ward where he lost his mght ieg to 
the dreaded malady two vears ago. It 
spread to his lungs and stopped hi3 cross 
country marathon of hope at about the 
half way pornt. But, as he said. during 
the Telethon to raise more funds in hes 
name, lots of other peopte were worse 
oft than he was. 

The search for a preventative cause or 
cure for cancer is not a high priority of 
the wages. moncy society. 3y compar:- 
sONn. protecting protitavle trade routes, 
sources Of raw matenals and strategic 
areas is. Five years ago the Canadian 
Cancer Soctety’s aim for charitable 
donations tor the vear was $12 million. 
This was less than one sixth of the 
amount the rich clags of the U.S. shelled 
out voluntanly through their state to 
pav for one of their new B-] nuclear 
bombers. which could destroy far more 
efficiently that its old BS2 predecessor 
could, which now rots with hundreds of 
ts kund in a field in Arizona. (Time 
6/1/75). Also durnng that penod, the 
5.7 bilhon dollar ABM was deciared 
obsolete by the U.S. House of Represen- 
tatives one day after it became opera- 
tional. It is new mothballed. (Victona 
Times, 6/10/75). 

About $25 million 1s now spent annu- 
allv on cancer research in Canada which 
compares not very favorably with 
““detence™ spending of over 311%: mil- 
lion every day. Every country says if is 
“detending’ self, including Irag at the 
present time. on {ranran termtorv. The 
health of the troops and airmen of both 
sides is a secondary coosideration. Of 
pmmary concem is the control of the 
Shatt-al-Arab estuary. of profitable 
refineries, otf and Middle East 
intluence. 

These are aspects of the acquisitive 
soaety — the owning minority dumng 
the acquinng. The useful majority have 
to suiler the consequences of ther sup- 
port of this ODsolere sovla! arrange 
ment. Thais support is atlevted rhough « 
Lie time ot WOUitiomny for i. whicn 
resutts an aftttiiudes completets at var- 
isnce with reakty. They include accep- 


tance of the bizacre rerationship 
between the arms expenditure tar jiegal 
murder vs. the niggardiy imkenng with 
feared diseases oust relarea. All mn the 
name of social good. 

Thes inciuae minor tems such as the 
photo of 48 vear ofd Dorothy Reta of 
Mississauga. Ont. :n hosprtal for treat- 
ment of terminal cancer, on the LIFE 
STYLES spaee of the Victona Times. 
(1173/90), And destitute grandmothers 
contnbuting $$.00 or $10.00 to Tesry's 
cancer fund, admitting they can’: afford 
it (pet food for the rest of the week) 
while other peoole Ouy an apartment 
block tor a Sirthday present tor ther 
spouse. 

And Terry being tavorably compared 
with heroes of the batuletield., (prates- 
sional legal ktilers) And inmates of 
Matsqui Prison starting a collection for 
the fund. (This society bas no way of 
coping “sth thoee who nolate us prop- 
erty laws, so it locks them up. Thus .s 
considered to be correct and morai by 
both the workess behind the bars and 
those outs:cde). However: their inve for 
funds was temporarily halted when its 
orgamuzer escaped. 

Tis odd amitude inciudes the nor- 
malitv of the Toroato dranch of Nfac- 
Donald's “health food” Restaurants 
subsuiuung is usual March-ol-Duemnes 
Dav tor disabled adults aith che Terry 
Fox Day. The manager ot March-ot- 
Dimes Day was ‘fladbergasted.” Natu- 
rally shere are nearly as many chart:es 
as (here are social problems. and many 
of them are incompenuontor the dimes 
and nickels of the working class, and 
anv larger coxens tnat may ‘all from ihe 
bouniuu tabtes of those who awn and 
rule 

Not to be averinoked were the ador- 
ing crowds and aims at Terry's Toroato 
stop.

In the uftermath of the shock of the 
lots (which began on Souccess Street 
poliuicians. businessmen and  dJo- 
gooders acted to trv and curb tne o:fter- 
ness in Watts. Hundreds of muilions of 
Soliars in 'ederai. slate and city aid and 
gfants trom tne Ford Foundation and 
oUner sources Rave Seen spen: on Me 
problems. Medical care has improve 
‘ith tne buriding of The Martin Luther 
Aing Jr. Hospital. costing 350 milion a 
sear to run. The employment outiook 
seems to have improved because of 
Minoriw\ preference hiring programs tn 
goverment and business. Some smal! 
improvements have Deen made in the 
quaity of schools and housing. 

Tnese :mprovements though ot some 
benetit to some residents of W atts are in 
the main part ‘ike attempting a major 
operation bv the use of aspirin and ban- 
daids. This is evidenced by the continu- 
ing problems and the aggravated degree 
ot them ia Watts. 

24 percent of the residents are unem- 
Jioved 140 percent among young 
malesi. Much of the housing is in need 
Ot repair and violent er:me nas risen to 
the extent that tew nights go by without 
al ieast one muraer. To quote one man 
who has i.ved in Watts 35 vears. “ft's a 

worse Hovet now than m was in 1965: 
drugs. cmme, tou much alcohol. anv- 
(hing sou can name. chudren oorn here 
doa t stand a chance.” 

One vt the few oustnesses that coes 
thrive in Warts is the installation ot 
yeturns burs around windows. made 
Tecessary BV the cremendous rive in the 
mount of Burglaries, However. the 
MOSse CALIViNg industry uw the clandesune 
manulscture cl the drug P.C Por 
pheneschdine 
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Police sav tne use of the drug tends to 
mane uses Vicient This they sav has 
ted ia officers shooting some users. 

hich in tum has resulted in mounting 
criticism of the police. “The cops treat 
us itke thew se s<cme Mind of army ina 
ccuntey thes ve conquered.” said one 
Slack vouth. “they come bv in their cars 
and veil nigger. and rough vou up if vou 
ge move when thev tell sou to.” One 
falroiman admitted some officers are 
Dreyudiced. buc that their attitudes are 
cond:tnoned bv tear for their own satety: 
“what vou've got i¢ a state of mutual 
fear on both sides " 

Though sacial tension has definitely 
increased. as much of if is directed 
towards illegal aliens from Mexico and 
Central America. as 't1$ to white Ameni- 
cans Many blacks feel that Hispanic 
immigrants are a threat to them in the 
struggle to get jobs and housing (let 
alone decent housing). Meanwhile eco- 
nomicalls successtu! blacks have moved 
out as Sv0n as they could afford to live 
elsewhere. 

U¥nemplovment. the housing situa- 
tion — in a word. pevertv — and racial- 
ism are all related social phenomena. 
Thev have their roots in Capttalism and 
cannot be eradicated without the aboli- 
tion of Capitalism. regardless of anv- 
thing well meaning retormers. of vote 
conscious politicians du to tm 

Basicaliv the immigration problems. 
(legal! or illegal, Hispanic or otherwise.)

Workers in unitorm will be equally 
affected bv socialist nieas as the other. If 
(nerefore some fanatical capitaust pol- 
ucian or some mad general ordered 
them (o crush the sucialis¢ movement. 
they would simply refuse. Even on the 
worst of assumptions sufficient 
members of the armed forces would be 
sympathetic to Socialism to prevent 
them being able to be used against 
Socialism. 

Once a majonty of workers want and 
understand Socialism there ts nothing. 
in the end, that can stop them getting iL. 
Their problem will be what to do to 
establish Sovialism 15 quickly and as 
painlessly as possible. To do this, we 
suggest. they should use the means to 
hand: universal suffrage. elections and 
Parliament. In anv case, barricades and 
street battles and all the mythology ot 
the French and Russian revoluaons 
combined are quite impracticable as

more jobs.” From the years 1954 to 
1970. Canadiaa governments increased 
the amount of currency in circulation by 
3.18 times the increase in the Gross 
Nationa! Product. Governments also in 
effect. pnnt and issue an oversupply of 
currency to pay off loans. Economist 
Gordon MacEachera, president of the 
Agricultural Economics Research 
Counct! of Canada said that the U.S. 
and Canadian governments devalued 
their doilars bv 30 per cent compared to 
yther currencies. (Country Guide. 
Oct..’73). According to Time Mavazine 
in 19°74 the Bank of Canada increased 
the “money supply” at a rate of 18 to 20 
per cent. In Germany and Switzerland, 
where Jess currency devaluation has 
been eaacted bv governments. prices are 
lower, and ‘bank rates’ are 6 per cent 
and 4%: per cent. (Socialist Standard, 
Jan/80). But workers are as badly off in 
Switzerland as workers were here when 
rates were 5“c, because money wages 
are and were lower. 

The politicians who posture inflation 
betng as uncontroijlable or unprecicta- 
Die as the weather but who simultane- 
ously pose as accurate weather 
forecasters b¥ promising a turther intla- 
tron rate of 10 per cent annually are 
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being contradictory {f thew antics were

But they are the representatives of he 
top class in a divided society. As ‘he 
national spark plug of the now defiinc: 
protest wave, Vis Woolford of Misy- 
sauga said: betore an electiog. pat.
